An authority states 
that the kilns were under the direction of potters from 
Kudar (one of the ancient divisions of Korea). The pottery 
of the period, known as “ Shomu-yo ” or from the kilns of 
Shomu, is of hard fawn-colored clay, and the glaze is green 
and grain yellow strongly blended in splashes or mottles.

Clocks were first introduced into Japan from China, and 
made their first appearance in Japan about 1574. 

Day and night were divided into 48 parts, but later into 
100 parts. In Spring and Autumn, the day was considered 
equally as long as night, namely 50 parts each ; in Summer, 
day 60 parts, night 40; in Winter, day 40 parts, night 60. 
Hours were known by names of the Zodiac. Compared 
with a modern European clock they are as follows :
